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MARKSMEN Df THE ARMY, 


THE DISCIPLINE THAT MAKES OUR 


SOLDIERS EXPERTS. 


The Country Ha* Not m Large military/ 


Tore*, but the Boy* In Bine Are Remark- 
all* for Their Facility In Handling the 
BUIe—How They Are Taught and Trained. 
The United States has a very extensive 


territory, yet it has the smallest regular 
army of any civilized power of nearly 
equal territorial extent. 
Still, with 


American ideas and policy, the gallant 
little force seems amply sufficient to 
guard the country. Peace is so much 
the policy of our nation that even the 
•mall army finds little to do. The great 
Indian tribes have been corralled within 
their reservations, and the life of the 
United States soldier is now narrowed 
down to the stereotyped military code. 
Weary with the some old ceremonies 
from year to year, practiced until the 
tegular tactics are absolutely perfect, 
they have developed the principal gar- 
rison duty, target shooting, into a science 
of remarkable accuracy. The pleasure 
of the practice and the spirit of emula- 
tion aroosed combine to make them the 
most skilled marksmen in the world. 


TEE'S BEAT THE WORLD. 


The rifle used is the ordinary Spring- 


field service pattern, a breech loader, 
carrying seventy grains of powder and 
600 grains of lead, common service sights 
that never get out of order. 


Our little army may be deficient in 


many ways, but in the matter of rifle 
•hooting to hit and with the object of 
hitting to kill (the business in which the 
soldier is presumed to be particularly 
efficient), it certainly stands first in the 
world. 
Another great advantage, al- 


though not a pleasant one, has been con- 
tinuous and almost everlasting stations 
on the remote frontier. Surrounded with 
large and small game, what wonder that 
men, whose business it is to kill, always 
seized every opportunity for hunting? 


To be perfectly fair, our marksmen are 


so far in advance of the best European 
soldiers, that, so far as execution is con- 
cerned, the latter would have no show 
whatever when pitted against our own 
regulars. 
European armies, though 


armed with a longer range gun, yet lack 
practice and accuracy. 


They are trained to volley shooting in- 


stead of individual aim, and the result is 
that fully half of the men fire at random 
into the air. Uncle Sam's man has to 
depend upon himself. European nations 
nurse their dislike of each other and their 
military training partakes of it. They 
pay more attention to hatching up new 
schemes to hurt each other than hitting 
the bull's eye. They are able to pierce, 
times without number, a target in the 
shape of an effigy of a French soldier, 
but would miss at every shot an Ameri- 
can target. Neither the French, Ger- 
mans, Belgians nor Russians havo the 
skill of the Americans in sighting their 
guns or in handling their pieces. 


Routine duty on the frontier is about 


as follows: The soldier gets $13 per 
month straight pay, rations, clothing, 
and a certain allowance which is paid 
him on the date of his discharge; an in- 
crease for each year's service or re-en- 
listment; additional remuneration if pro- 
moted corporal, sergeant or artificer; 
extra pay if worked as a carpenter, 
plasterer or mechanic, and lots of other 
perquisites too small to mention. Guard 
duty is the hardest in the service, and 
to this the soldier is eligible about one 
day In six. 


SOLDIEE LIFE. 


Three roll calls a day, reveille, retreat 


and tattoo (if a cavalryman, stables twice 
a day); drills Mondays or Fridays, dress 
parade every evening, and target prac- 
tice whenever weather permits. Each 
company in the service is provided with 
a pair of breech loading shotguns, a cer- 
tain annual allowance of powder, shot, 
wad and shell, and these are open to 
everybody for hunting purposes when 
not employed on other duty. The soldier 
can then amuse himself knocking over 
Jack rabbits, bagging sags hens and prai 
rie chickens, and missing as many ducks 
and wild geese as he wanta to. 


Tours of detached service are merely 


picnics. Large game of some kind can 
almost aiwa~ a be found, and what better 
sport could any ono ask? There is one 
undeniable fact about a five years' term 
in the United States army. All sorts of 
material are caught for soldiers; this beer 
drinking Teuton, the bull dog English- 
man, the fun loving Irishman, the igno- 
rant darky, and, in fact, men of all na- 
tionalities and all climes. They come to 
us as bright as meteors and as verdant 
as cucumbers; but no matter how green 
and unsophisticated the recruit may be 
when he joins, he has developed into a 
fine marksman when he leaves the army, 
and with decidedly more sense than he 
was enlisted with. 


The bump of fun is exceedingly large 


In the average soldier of the line. Gen- 
erally, as remarked, they are young men 
in the prime of manhood, of fine physique 
and perfect in every way (else they 
would not have been accepted by the re- 
cruiting officer), who look upon the term 
of enlistment as a sort of lark, and pro- 
pose to get as much amusement and fun 
out of the five years as possible. Aston- 
ishing as it may seem, yet it is neverthe- 
less true that it is no easy matter to en- 
list in the United States army. Nineteen 
out of twenty applicants are rejected for 
cause, and the twentieth man must be 
ui> to the mark, or he is liable to travel 
the road of his nineteen predecessors. 


After enlistment expires a majority of 


the discharged soldiers, who originally 
came from some of the states back east, 
never return to their former homes. 
Civilization, with all its drawbacks, has 
lost its charms for them, and so they 
stick to the west and grow up with the 
country. 
Long service and extensive 


scooting over the plains have cured them 
of city life and a struggle for existence. 
They either take up land claims some- 
where, buy farms from the railroads or 
drift to ranching or stock raising. Many 
of them prefer cowboy life, which & term 
at eerrico in the army, saddle and scout- 
ing work especially equips them for.— 
Hew Y«ck Star. 


Are Animals BapentiUoas? 


Do animals see ghosts? Of course there 


are no ghosts, but that makes no differ- 
ence. Science and philosophy agree that 
it is not at all improbable that nuthing 
really exists and that nothing is, except 
perturbations of brain cells. Anything 
that we may think we see may not, after 
all, have any existence—at "finy rate, it 
does not exist as we see it 
Do animals 


know about ghosts and do they think 
they see them? In his latest book Sir 
John Lubbock undertakes to tell how the 
world appears to animals, but he doesn't 
enter into the possibilities of superstitions 
among dogs and horses, for instance. 
Certainly, the world does not appear the 
same to the ant that it does to man; and 
not quite the same to the dog or the horse, 
since the dog and the horso do not laugh. 
If we take the conclusions of science re- 
specting the development of the intelli- 
gence, we ought to be able to believe that 
the more intelligent of the lower animals 
have superstitions that correspond in 
some measure to those of the least intel- 
ligent human being?. 


That many animals reason, draw logical 


inferences beyond the operation of in- 
stinct, is pretty well settled. When a 
dog or a horse has exhausted all its ex- 
perience in attempting to account for 
certain phenomena, does it conclude that 
the thing is supernatural or out of the 
order of explicable phenomena? Novel- 
ists tell us about the amazing fear of 
dogs and horses ordinarily fearless, when 


I 'iced under conditions that excite the 
f tar of superstitious persons. Are there 
facts to warrant this? If dogs and horses 
see ghosts they must be capable of the 
simplest form of religio-os emotion; that 
is to say, the fear of the inexplicable, 
which in the savage is regarded by science 
as the beginning of religion. Dogs have 
what in science passes for moral sense. 
They are conscious of wrong doing and 
practice self restraint. Of course it all 
grows out of the experience that the do- 
ing of certain things is attended with 
more pain than the momentary pleasure, 
but this, science tells us, is the basis of 
the moral sense. At all events, science 
is bound to admit the potentiality of 
superstitions in animals.—Milwaukee 
Sentinel. 


The Congregation Smiled.

man named Habbakuk P., a resident of 
the town and a faithful attendant upon 
worship, who had been blessed with four 
wives, one after another. 
Habbakuk

lASSEN'S PEAK. 


Indications thftt Promts* • Volcanic Out- 


burst. 


The Virginia Enterprise, of 


contains the following: 


A dispatch from Sas&uville, published 


in the Enterprise of yesterday niorniog 
wm to tbe effect that that place has been 
in almost a constant tremor since the 
nineteenth 
instant. 
The 
earthquake 


shocks have averaged from ten to twenty 
every .twenty-four hours. The shacks are 
from east to west. 
Honey Lake valley, iu 


which the town of Sasanvilla is situated, 
lies iu a great bend of the nriin range ol 
the Sierra Nevada mountains. For a great 
distance snath of tbe valley the Sierras inn 
due northwest, 
tratte or peak. 
turns squarely to the northeast until east 
of Honey Lake vallev, when it turns to the 
north, which course it holds until after it 
has entered Oregon. 


LiSSES'S PBAK. 


Snsanville is thus snrronnde.l on three 


•ides by '.he great range itud lies directly 
east of Lassen's peak. This peak rises to 
a bight of over 10,500 feet above the level 
of tbe sea, and is volcanic. It is tbe cen- 
tral point in the greatest volcanic region 
in the whole Sierra Nevada rnnge. From 
its summit forty extinct craters can b* 
uoaated and twice as many can be found 
to tbe north, south and east along the 
range. 


CINDEB CODE. 


Prominent among these is Cinder Cone, 


about two miles southeast of Lasseu's 
peak. This was in an active state in 1850. 
The cone rides to the bight of about 600 
feet above the level ot the etavuted plateau 
on which it is situated. It has a crater 
600 feet ia diameter and 100 feet deep. 
It was last in eruption in the Winter of 
1850, when it darted flames to an immense 
bight. 
These flames wore visible for 


several nights in succession from 
Bed 


Bluff, from Bich Bar, on tbe north fork of 
the Feather river, forty miles distant, and 
also from Angels Camp, 1GO miles to the 
southward. 


THE ADVENroBE OF TWO PBOSPE010BS. 
Iu tbe Spring of 1851 two prospectors, 
jj had ventured up into the then nn 


explored wilds of this part of the Sierras, 
found tbe crater at Cinder Cone still active. 
They also saw vast columns of flame shoot 
up from the midst of a lake of boiling 
water and mnd. Tbe forest in the vicinity 
was still on fire, atd the cariosity of the 
two men came near oosticg them their 
lives. Ia making their retreat they trav- 
eled several-miles over rocks that were hot 
enough to burn their boots. They lost a 
horse and a pack-mule, and were glad to 
i{et out of the burning region with whole 
skins. 


LAKE SOLIM.TAHA 


Was probably the fire-spouting lake seen 
by the venturesome prospectors. It is 
situated about eight miles south of Cinder 
Gone and sis miles east of Lassen's peak, 
It is 5,900 feet above the level of the sea, 
is of an oval form and covers an area of 
about four acres. It is surrounded, on all 
sidea with n rim 100 feet high, bat on tbe 
north side a fissure that cuts through the 
rim gives sgrtss to the hot water. This is 
really a semi-active volcano. Tbe crater 
s filled v.-ith hot, creamy water, through 
*hich jets of g*s are spouted from time to 
lime. Around tbe borders of tbe so-called 
lake rise (to the bight of several feet) little 
puffing mud cones. 


SNAG LAKE, 


This lake derives its name from the fact 


of its being fall of dead trees. It lies 
twelve miles northeast of Lassen's peak, at 
in elevation of 6,000 feet above tho level 
>f tbe sea. It was formed by the up? 
leaval of la'va in l"ha Winters of 1850-51. 
The lava upheaved at the time of this 
rnption wus not ol the thin, flowing, 
flaming kind. It was iu the shape of a 
mass of broken, semi-molten material that 
*as pushed up through deep reiUs in tho 
moun.ain. A mass of this pushed up in an 
ant and west course for "a distance of 
nearly, two uiiles across the outint. of a 
little timbered valley formed the lake. 
The lava wall is OB regular and as flit on 
tap AS a railroad uinbaukoient. Tbe reser- 
voir that formsd behind thij b:ink killed 
all tbe trees that covt-rei} the little momu- 
iin valley. Tout this lava was very h,ot is 


Wa by the bnraed and charred trunks 


of Ibr. trees it surroauded. To tha north- 
wust ol Cinder Gone a patch of abov, t 100 
aores of forust was covered with abbes and 
he trunks of tha 
treaa cbsirrod and 


>arned. 


THE LAS:IEK OEYSEK'J, 


Situated about a mile south o! Like 
Solfatara, lie ia a deep and narrow de- 
pression and spart bot water to n bight of 


yard or two. Formerly they Bunt up 


columns of water to a night of 25 or 30 
eet, and hot spray and steam to twioa 
hat bight. About font miles weet of 
ij.ike Solffitara are more of thesa ge;s?H. 
they arn at aa elevation of 6,000 feet and 
brow no hnt wind. The bottom of tbe 
canyon in which thesn springs are situated 
s filled with a creamy mud. 


BUMPUS HBLL. 


Two miles southwest of this canyon is a 


lole in the side ot the mountain from 
which issues hot gases. These contain a 
;reat deal of sulphuric acid, and this 
crystallizing oa the surrounding rocks, 
arms masses of solid sulphur. 
The 


(round about tbe gns vents is quits hot. 
The whole country i.i full of old craters, 
t.nd in the bottom of thorn are found what 
the prospecting miners call "blow-holes." 
These are small, slime-lined holes that 
look as if mads by crawfish, from which 
either hot or cold gases issue. As iar 
south as the old Meadow Lake District 
in Nevada county, are found lakes in which 
dead trees ara seen. 'These seem to have 
been formed by tha sudden subsidence of 
tbe ground iu little valleys. 


ANOTHER KBCPTIOS, 


Similar to that of 1850, seams imminent in 
this region. 
Iu the last year or two the 


subterranean disturbances have been stead- 
ily increasing in magnitude. Now the 
constant earthquakes have so churned up 
the springs as to give the water flowing 
from ibetn the appearance of milk; and 
Eagle lake, to the north of Susanville, has 
also assumed a roilky hue. 
The Big 


Springs, at Big Meadows, which have 
been constant in their flow evar sioc« first 
known, are fast drying up. If there is not 
seen a grand blow-up sornowbera about 
Lassen's peak ere long, then it is useless 
to study volcanic indications; or, rather, 
we must say that such as hold good iu 
Europe are meaningless in America. 


Snow Plant Season. 


The Virginia Chronicle says snow plants, 


which are most numerous in the Sierras 
during M»y, are still plentiful in the vicinity 
of Emerald Bay. 
The plant was first 


discovered in the Sierras by a naturalist 
accompanying General Fremont's party to 
tha Pacific slope in 1843. The 
enrly 


development of the plants takes place 
under banks of deep snow, they comin.-j to 
the suifaoe as the snow melts away from 
them. 
A recent arrival from Emerald Bay 


brought with him a plant the stem of 
which is eighteen inches in luugth. It is 
kept in suow and looks as healthy as when 
it was plucked from the place where it 
grew. 


A PROMISING ENTERPRISE.

Coneaivigh dam in Pennsylvania bus 
caused a discussion in the Sao. Francisco 
papers aa to the safety of several large 
dams in Nevada county, California. 


The Fordycs dam, at tbe source of the 


1'aba river, which forms the body of water 
known as Meadow Lake, is the largest of 
these and holds an area of water twice that 
of the dam at Conemaugh, Should it give 
way the country for sixty miles from Mea- 
dow Lake to Marysville would he swept 
with a flood tbtt would destroy everything 
in its path, anl even Sacramento might 
suffer serious damage. 


Tbo Fordyca dam has a wall 170 feet in 


bight and the lake behind it him a length 
of six miles. 
The dam is provided with 


flood gates aud watchmen are employed to 
regulate the flow, but us tue dam was con- 
structed ovsr thirty years ago it must cer- 
tainly be yi an unsafe condition and a 
timely inspection of it may avert a serious 
calamity. 


Sierra Fuel Supply. 


The wood cut on the Sierras along tho 


line of the Central Pacific railroad will be 
about 40,000 cords this year against 
100,000 in 1871. The difference is not due 
(o tbe supply being exhausted, but to the 
fact that all the timber contiguous to tbe 
line of the road has beeu cut for a breadth 
of several miles on eauh side of tbe track. 
Tho wood-burning locomotives on the 
Central Pac.fio consume 100 cords a month 
eanh. The wood costs about $3 73 per 
cord delivered alongside of the track.
